Robert  E.  Johnson,  editor  of  Jet,  one  of  America's  leading  weeidy  magazines,  visited  ECSU  and  spent  time  visiting 
classes  and  touring  the  facilities. 

Dr.  Johnson,  the  Dean  of  Black  authentic  journalists,  is  known  to  have  a  prevailing  cultural  frame  of  reference  which  he 
represented  in  the  Jet  Magazine  from  the  early  struggle  of  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  —  The  Emmett  Till  Lynching  and 
the  Montgomery  Bus  Boycott  —  which  the  mainstream  media  chose  to  ignore. 

Bob  Johnson  covered  the  civil  rights  marches  in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  all  the  dangerous  places.  He  was  always 
given  an  option  not  to  go,  but  he  always  went  and  came  back  with  the  story. 

Robert  Johnson,  a  learned  lucid  and  lively  man,  began  his  career  in  journalism  during  high  school  when  he  founded  his 
high  school  newspaper,  the  Westfield  Trail  Blazer  in  Birmingham,  Alabama.  After  high  school  he  became  the  editor  of  the 
award-winning  Morehouse  College  newspaper,  then  the  U.S.  Navy's  Masthead.  His  first  professional  joy  was  with  The  At- 
lanta Daily  World.  He  has  worked  as  an  editor  of /ef  Magazine  for  42  years.

Having  served  as  Assistant  Basketball 
Coach   at   Elizabeth   City   State   University 
from  1977  to   1986  uncler  the  tutelage  of 
Coach  Robert  Vaughn  and  Head  Basketball 
Coach  from   1986  to   1995,  Dr.   Claudie  J. 
Mackey  retired  from  coaching  at  the  end  of 
the   1995   Central   Inter- 
collegiate Athletic  Asso- 
ciation Tournament  in 
Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina  in  February.
